e THE RED AND THE WHITR. * 


—— 


Chancing to drop into Court the other day we | 


-witnessed a case of trespass in which two In- 
gians were the plaintiffs and a white settler the 
defendant.’ “It appeared that. the white man’s 
cattle had got into the red man’s~ potato-patch 





and injured the crops; and the action was 
pronght by the latter for the recovery of damages 
=-some four or five pounds. The witness called 
by the plaintiffs—a half-breed—testified that al- 
thongh the fence which enclosed the potato-patch 
in respect of which the action was brought was 
good and strong in some parts yet in others it 
was palpably insufficient, being only two or 
three feet high, and most flimsily constructed at 
that. Upon this evidence—all that was offered 
—‘‘ His Honor’ very properly “ dismissed the 
case,” and the red-skinned litigants: left the 
Conrt evidently impressed anything but favor- 
law.” 

The case which we have given is a represen- 
tative one, althongh it is not usual for the ag- 
grieved Indian to seek civilized redress. The 
potato-patches of the-red man are scattered over 
the face of the whole flat country on the Lower 
‘Fraser, and in very few instances indeed are they 
protected by even an apology for a fence. The 
Indiang) entirely onaccustomed to fencing and in 
blissful ignorance of “ English law,” have in 
many instances made war upon the poor damb 
intruder with tomahawk and’musket. We have |. 
recently heard of several cases in which settlers 
have sustained serions injury,to their cattle in 
this way. And the worst of itis, the evil conse- 
quences of such a course are not likely to rest 
with the mere injury to the cattle which may fall 
victims to savage vengeance. The feelings 
which such proceedings are snre to engender in 
both parties can hardly fail to lead to the. most 
The Indian is thus induced to view 
the white settler as an intrader and an enemy, 
while the latter has his feelings embit owards 
hig red neighbor, and may in some ‘instances be 
tempted to vent thesé feelings in a manner likely 
to produce bitter fruit. 

And all this comes of the absence of an Indian 
policy. Although the native popnlation is eight 
times as great as that of the whites yet this Col- 
ony is totally destitute of an Indian policy ! All. 
that has yet been done for the aborigines has 
been a mistake—a miserable pottering, calcula- 


. ted rather to complicate and increase than to re- 


move the evil. _ These people; low and degraded 
as they are, have rights which we trifle with or 
ignore at our peril ; and the sooner these rights 
are understood and recognized ‘ by- the Govern- 
ment and properly explained to the ignorant sav- 
age the better for all parties. Even if we forget 
that we are human, and christiqn at that—if we 
come down to the lowest ground upon which the 
subject can be discussed+—that of . pounds, shil- 
lings and pence—we cannot, as a Colony, afford 
to ovetlook or treat lightly the rights *of these 
people. They will, sooner ot eet be forced up- 
on our unwilling attention, and the sooner they 
receive that consideration to which thelr’ itnpor 
tance entitles them the better will it be for us.

But how does it come that while 
jastice is meted ont to subordinates their super- 
jors are in some instances ‘permitted to indulge 
in similar practices ad libitum? We have more 
than once felt it our duty to allude to certain 
ulations in which the only Jadge of the. Su- 
preme Court in the Colony has been engaged 
“for a series of years, speculations which we con- 
sider inimical to the-impartial discharge of his 
duty upon the Bench. Not only was he engaged 
jn a most gross land transaction at Cottonwood 
about two years ago ; but he has subsequently 
speculated covertly in mining claims, holding in- 
terests in companies Who may any day appear 
as litigants in his own Conrt! How does it 
come that the big shark is allowed to pass_on- 
touched while the sprats are spitted? Is this 
impartial British Justice? It is stated outside 
that when circulars were sent to all the Govern- 
ment officials, last-year, if we recollect rightly, 
forbiding them to engage in such speculations, 
“His Honor” snapped his fingers at. the “Execu- 
tive and told them he would invest his money in 
any way he thonght proper: , Is our Judge to be 
‘above the law® “Is he to be permitted to play 
the cut-law ? If the very proper and highly 
necessary law prohibiting officials engaging in 
certain speculations is not to be enforced in the 
case Of the chief offenders in all decency don’t 
let us have it enforced amongst the clerks and 
constables. The very first blow should have 
have been aimed at the chief. For, after all, 
there is munch less blame to be attached to a 
poorly paid subordinate fur engaging in these 
speculations when he is only following the ex-

A gentleman engaged in the packing business 
came over to Yale this weck from the Kootanais 
country via Shusyap. He states that so far as 
gold has been discovered in the Kootanais coun- 


try itis in British territory. There are abont 
four hundred men engaged in mining there. The 
earnings are,with the rudest appliances, from $10 
to $130 a day to the hand = The gold is coarse, 
and saved without the aid of quick-silver. This 
gentleman had noggets worth ftom $10 to $84. 
The shortest route to these mines from the Dalles 
is 700 miles, while from Hope it is only 450 miles. 
There is an abandant supply of water and plen- 
ty of good agricultural land adjacent. In pas- 
sing through the Shuswhap country he called at 
Cherry Creek and examined the mines. There 
were three companies at work. One claim was 
yielding $20 a day to the hand—none less than 
$10. The water was still high ; and it was ex- 
pected that as it fell richer pay would | be ob- 
tained,

specimens of Kootanais gold together with a 
dispatch from Mr. Haynes conveying highly en- 
couraging news respecting these mines.

The news from the seat of the American war 
is to 27th ult., but is barren of event, no decisive 
battle having taken place.

Rev. R. Jamreson,—Sir,—I have to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of your letter of the 2nd ; also 
a copy of the committee’s communication to the 
Colonial Secretary. - 

The “ interference” with which yon as “ pas- 
tor and one or two members of the Presbyterian 
Church” are accused in the above communica- 
tion cannot, I think, have any reference to me, 
or my management of the school, inasmuch as 
ng such interference with me in the discharge of 
my duties as'teacher, either by yourself or the 
others implicated, ever had any existence. 

I will now proceed briefly to answer your 
questioris. 

‘““1, What is the difference between the sys- 
tem upon which you condact the public school 
here and the system upon which yoa ‘conducted 
a National School in Ireland and a Common 
School in Canada ; and how long have you taught 
in those countries and under those systems ?” 
There is no difference, if we except the text 
books. The principles are precisely the same— 
putely non-sectarian. I taught one of the Na- 
tional Schools in Ireland during a period of two 
years and five months ; in Canada I tanght in 
the Common Schools thirteen years and seven 
months. 

“2. What was thé usual course pursued by min- 
isters of various religious denominations in Ire-

you taught?” To notice the manner in 
which the school is conducted by the teacher— 
to hear him examine. class- or classes—to take 
part in the examination of any class at the re- 
qnest of the teacher—to address a few words of 
encouragement and advice to the children to per- 
severe in their studies, &c.,—and, lastly, to en- 
ter any remarks they may deem necessary in the 
school register or visitor’s book kept for this 
purpose, é 

‘3. Have I exercised the privileges accorded 
to sach ministers in such circumstances, and have 
I given any reasons for the course I have purso- 
ed?” You have not visited the school as often 
as I could have wished, and when you did, yon 
never took any part\in examining a class; and: 
you never entered a hemark either of encourage- 
ment or ceysure in thé school register. This 
course I looked upon as‘anfriendly until I asked 
you the reason of this apparent shyness and in-— 
difference toward a school that you had taken so 
mnueh trouble in getting established. Your an- 
swer was one I confess I could see no force in at 
the time: that you wished to avoid even the very 
appearance of taking any part in the management, 
but that yon would be glad to see.the other min- 
isters of the place visit the school frequently. 

“4. Have any other Ministers visited the 
school, and, if so, have they exercised their legi- 
timate privilege more or less than I have done ?” 
Yes. The Rev. Mr. Sheepshanks and the Rev. 
Mr. Reeve have both visited,.and have at my re- 
quest examined classes. The children have been 
pleased and encouraged by their remarks and ad- 
vice, while I have been no less encouraged. 

“5. Do you know of any wayin which I have 
interfered with the schonl, or you, or the com- 
mittee, so as to prevent the working of the | 
school on fair, honest, non-sectarian.principles ?” | 
I know of none whatever._ On the contrary, I 
owe you much for the interest you have taken in 
keeping up the attendance of the clildren. Yon 
have sent and paid fall rates for your own child, 
which you did simply to help the school ; and I 
am well aware that you have prevailed upon 
others to send their children who would probabl 
not have done so otherwise. | 

I may also add, of course the children all know 
that you never examined or taught any of them, 
or made any address to them in the schoul since 
you gave it up
